LOUISVILLE’S RACING HISTORY. 

‘'Although the Lexington racetrack was incor- 
porated in 1826, there has been each year a race 
meeting, and it is generally considered the 
oldest of American racetracks,’’ says the Louis- 
ville Courier Journal. “There were races run 
in Market street, Louisville, in 1783. There was 
a Louisville Jockey Club in 1823, and its three- 
day meeting of October 12, had the following 
program: First day, three-mile heats; second 
day, two-mile heats ; third day, one-mile heats. 
The conditions were: Free for horse, mare or 
gelding; weights for aged horses, 121 pounds; 
six years, 114 pounds; five years, 103 pounds; 
four years, 90 pounds; three years, 75 pounds. 
There was no purse hung up. 

“In October, 1827, there took place at the farm 
of Major Peter Funk a mile and repeat race for 
six two-year-olds for a $30 purse, 

“In 1839 there was located at Seventh and 
Magnolia streets (now in the heart of Louisville) 
the Oakland course, over which, September 30, 
was run the historic four-mile heat race won by 
the Tennessee horse Wagner against Kentucky’s 
Grey Eagle. 

"The former won in straight heats, and, 
matched again, the second race took place 
October 5. This was the race which widened 
the always existing breach between the Ten- 
nesseean and the Kentuckian, for the champion 
of the former dropped the first heat and then 
won the race, the second being run in the re- 
markable time of 7 :43. Since that day Wag- 
ner's color, chestnut, has always been preferred 
in a thoroughbred horse to that of Qrey Eagle, 
dapple gray. 

“At the close of the war a revival of racing 
was attempted, and in 1866 ‘Woodlawn’ was 
built' by breeders, six miles east of Louisville 
on the lino of the Louisville Sc Nashville rail- 
road, but this race association was disrupted 
through internal dissensions. 

“Then followed, in 1875, Churchill Downs, 
ever which its founder, M. Lewis Clark, pre- 
sided for twenty years. The present associa- 
tion was formed five years ago.”

All around the stakes call for the distribu- 
tion of probably $50,000 among the owners of 
the horses destined to carry off the winning 
honors. A peculiar feature of the Saratoga 
Stakes is the unusual proportion of thoir value 
allotted to the second aud third horses. In the 
events of $5,000 guaranteed value, $1,000 goes to 
second horse and $500 to third. Of the $3,000 
event* the second and third horses take $600 and 
$300 respectively while in the $2,000 stakes it is 
$400 and $200. It would seem that this rate of 
division tends to increase the fields and lead to 
keener contention in finishing out. As to the 
advantages of Saratoga President Edward 
Kearney says : 

“Saratoga’s wonderful recuperative powers 
have long been celebrated. Horses whioh spend 
even short intervals there annually go back te 
New York and the west and sweep all before 
them. Oar twenty-seven days’ meeting in mid- 
summer, with hardly any opposition to conflict 
with horsemen’s interests, will do much to re- 
cuperate the stable and equip them for the fall 
oampaign. A cursory glance at the record of 
the Fntnrity may be of interest to those who 
may not be aware of what Saratoga horses have 
accomplished in that great race: 

“Proctor Knott, the first winner of the Futur- 
ity, had spent some weeks at Saratoga, was then 
taken to Monmouth Park, won the Junior 
Champion Stakes, then back to Saratoga where 
he won the Equity Stakes and a week later won 
the Futurity. The three placed horses in ths 
Futurity of 1893 (Domino, Galilee and Dobbins), 
had been for some time at Saratoga. In 1894 
The Butterflies (the winner), and Agitator 
(third), in the Futurity had been for several 
weeks at Saratoga. la 1895 the first and second
